"We have reason to believe, after 
reviewing residue and materials at 
the scene, that this la a possible aiBon 
case," Law Enforcement Director 
Kelly Pcarce told a news conference. 

Pearce said two bodyguards now 
are assigned to' the governor and 
additional security of undisclosed 
numbers to his famUy. But Press 
Scdrctiiry Steve Leroy satd both 
Evans and hla family are conducting 
"business as usual" and the children 
attended their first day of classes at 
school Tuesday. 

Leroy told the Tlmes-Nows Evans 
wUI meet with police at a iBtw date to 
discuss the possiblUty of a fuII-tlmc 
bodyguard. " - 

"The unfortunate part of that Is It 
has the potential to put distance 
between the governor and the 
citizens," Leroy. said. "That's 
something we don't want to see and 
. the people don't want to sec. ' '

Sadat, arriving first, made clear he 
wants major progress toward resolu- 
tion of peace Issues at the opcn-crided, 
ultra-private summit conference. He 
said it Is time to discard "worn out 
Ideas" and, forge agreement through 
"magnanimity and reason." 

Begin, following him by about two 
hours, sounded a much more cautious 
theme In brief airival remarks at' 
Andr ews Air Forc e "Bas fc" hear" 
Washington. 

"(We) will ;nake all endeavors' 
possible to rcacli an agreement so the 
peace .process, can continue oiid

Faulkner said the land closure was 
not hitcndcd to penalize sportsmen 
i)ul to draw attention to the plight of - 
the wool grower. 

Since President Nbcon and the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
banned chemicals for coyote contnl, 
sheepmen say they have floundered 
for effective ways to stt^ the wild 
animals from attacking their flocks. 
Chemicals had been their only protec- 
tion In some areas of Idaho. 

EnvlronmcntoIIsts have asserted 
that chemical control of predators Is 
dangerous to other creatures. 

Last November, In what they 
thought was a last resort, sheepmen 
decided upon the land closure to 
galvanize public, sympathy ftn- their 



plight. ■ ■ 

Instead, the threat backflrccj. 
Sportsmen publicly threatened Ito' 
retaliate for denial of rccrcatloijal ^ 
and hunting access to lands by asking : 
for legislation to put a tighter squeo^ ;

Indian exodus

BEIRUT (UPI) - Rocket and shell fire erupted 
Tuesday tjctwcen Syrian peace-keeping troops and 
Christian rightist militias on the southeast fringe of 
Beirut in a floreup that shattered a W-hour calm. 

The shooting, within sight of the presidential 
palace, killed a young boy and Injured two policemen 
and three civilians, rtghtwingPhalntiglst radios said; 
The pro-Syrian Voice ot Arab Lebanon radio said six 
people were Injured, Including two Syrian eoldicrs. 

Government sources said President Elias Sarkis 
Immediately started clforts to contain the violence, 
whldi came amid tension t>etwccn S^a and Isra^ 
over the Lebanese crisis.

Based on the campus of Southwest 
Stole University In this community, 
the council was fomcd live years ago 
and now serves the 340,000 residents 
of td counties in Minnesota's southwe- 
stera comer. 
— Ray-Johnson, a Windom, Mlnri., ■ 
(arm manager, candidly descrtties 
the reglOD as "kind of a (ngotten 
land." Most o( Minnesota's famed 
"10,000 lakes" and scenic beauty lie to 
the ttoilh. while the state's southern 
tl^ resembles the flat Iowa plains to 
thefiotith. ' 

Wllhhi the Counlrysklc Councirs 
service area, almost two-thirds o( the 
pcqndatlon lives on (arms or' In 
communities with apopulatlon of less' 
than 2,500. The area's economy Is 
heavily dependent on conn, soybean, 
oal and wheat crops. 

In addition to the widely dispersed 



population, other factors mitigate 
against successful organization of 
residents of a rural area to provide a, 
unified voico on issues affecting their! 
lives. 

"You have to count out the spring 
and (all" (or organizing and meeting 
because they are the planting and 
ha'rvcstlns seasons, says Maggie 
Arzdorf, a Council research coordin- 
ator. "And In winter, the blizzards 
make the travel problem worse." 

Yet the Council has surmounted 
.thos^ .difficulties... *'Now„our._voices. . 
con be heard,' even though It's only 19 
counties. Without the Council, we 
wouldn't get to- first -base,"— says 
Johnson. ' . 

"The Countl^sldc Council has 
allowed all of us to walk a little 
taller," adds Porter Olstad, a Hanska, 
-Mlnn:7 farmer; Olstadls chairman of 
a task force formed alter local 
residents became frustrated -by the 
budequate telephone services pro- 
vided by both hidependcnt companies 
an the Bell System. 

Party lines were overburdened, 
rate structures often required 
formers to pay toll charges on calls to 
nearby communities ond telephones 
frequently were unusable because 
they were out of service. 

After the Council's task force of 
about 50 citizens began Investigating 
the problem, "the telephone com- 
panies started to poy attention," says 



Andorf. Minnesota's governor made 
o trip to personally Inspect the 
situation and later appointed a 
.incmber of the Council staff to the 
statc,'s Public Service Commission. 

When propifecd abandonment of 
railroad freight service threatened 
farm-to-mDrkct crop shipments, a 
task force was formed to study that 
Issue. Its repOTt had a significant 
Impact both In the state capitol at St. 
Paul and In Washington, where 
federal legislation provided funding 
' for continued service. 

A task force study of the arts led to 
the' forniatloii'of thc'neW independent' 
Southwest Minnesota Arts and ' 
Humanities Council. Other tofik forces 
have examined a wide variety of 
proble m s; ; — '. 

Providing financing for young peo- 
ple intere-itcd In purchasing farms, 
training local public officials, alterna- 
tive energy sources, health services, 
weather modification and economic 
development. ^ 

The W.K. Kellogg Foundation of. 
Battle Creek, Mich., has flnonced the 
Countryside Council with two-three- 
year grants totaling $1.33 million 
(providing an average annual budget 
of less than $2S,000) but new sources 
of funding will be required U the work 
Is to continue.

Arsenal found in Nicaragua 



MANAGUA, Nicaragua (UPI) — 
National Guardsmen uncovered nn 
arsenal of. more than 300 bombs ihat 
were to be thrown at shops defying a- 
nationwide strike called Lo oust 
President Anastasio Somoza. auUiorl- 
tics said Tuesday.

Eventually order was restored, and 
an uneasy quiet established until a 
palace, siege In mld-Augusl by.anli- 
Somoza guerrlirds raised again the 
question of the dictator's survival. 

Chamorro, 53 when he died, was 
editor-publisher of the daily

Somoza. better known as "Tachlto." 
Somoza's grip on the country is 
therefore two-fold — he wields an 
unparalleled economic clout as well, 
as having command of raw force In 
the shape of the 7,500-man National , 
Guard, which serves as the country's 
combined army and police force. 

Somoza has many ways of retaining 
the Ioya!ty-of "hls"NatIonal~GunrdT 
officers, One of them Is to cut Ihem In 
on government land deals. Another Is 
permuting them to bring duty-free 
goods Into the country' on aircraft of 
his own national ali;Une. Extra flights 



are frcriucntly added to the airline's 
schedules without any apparent 
reason being given. The planes fly off 
and return with only a handful of 
passengers; but the cargo holds arc 
full. The illicit goods arc then sold by 
the officers, who are able lo undercut 
legitimate shops in the capital of 
Managua. 

Somoza also learned from his father 
'and brother how to manipulate polill- 
clansJn ordcr_to givc^Nlcaragua a 
veneer of democracy by having an 
"opposlUon" and a Congress. 

Over the years, too. the Somozas 
hnv2 enjoyed the unflagging support 
of the United States and American 
ambassadors lo Nicaragua have 
frequently been on close personal 
terms with the dictator of the day. The 
United Slates has continued to help 
train members of the National Guard, 
both In America and at a jungle 
warfare -school * In Panama, and . 
Washington has maintained a steady 
■flow of military did for Managua. 

In th'c meantime, the bulk of the 2,5 
million Nicaraguans have suffered 
from poverty and repression'. In the 
health, literacy and hicomc tables 
they arc .way down at the bottom 
along with bio Guatemalans and the 
Haitians, One American economics 
(Scpert recently classified 70 per cent 
of all Nicaraguans arc being "dirt 
poor." In a pastoral letter lost year, 
the country's bishops denounced the 
concentration of land and wealth in so 
few hands and said that the tendency, 
^rfrom being reversed in Uie name 
of a fairer society, was Increasing. 

Such criticism is growing and the 
current guerrilla action seems certain 
to be one significant step towards 
ending a long, .dork era In South 
America's histoiy.

Twin Falls. Idaho 
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Poll finds Gooding

GOODING - Two- out of three 
Gooding residents favor an alcoholic 
■treatment center over a womcn^s 
prison In their town, according to a 
poli released Tuesday. 

The poll comes on the eve of 
hearings In Gooding to decide whelhor 
State owned buildings there should be 
used as a proposed women's prison or 
remain occupied by the alcoholic 
treatment center. 

_ The random telephone survey was 
conducted by the Idaho Regional 
Treatment Center, the alcohol treat- 
ment organization now using part of 
the former Gooding tuberculosis 

- hospital buildings. According to 
Center Director Carl Bcrgstrom, who 
released the results of the survey In a 
Tuesday morning press tonferencc, 
the poll contacted 220 pcreons In 
Gooding August 29-31. The population 
of Gooding fs3;200. 

......vor the 220 households contacted, 92 

percent said thoy were fomiliar with 
the Idaho -Regional Treatment 
Center," Bcrgstrom said. "More than 
79. percent voiced support for^ con- 
tinued operation of this private, non- 
profit corporation. Only 22 percent 
approved of a women's prison In 
Gooding, while more than twice that 
numbfT, or 56 pcramt, opposed a 
wo men's facility."

Bc'rgstrom's poll was endorsed by 
Mrs, Jodl ■Faulkner, a member of the 
steering committee of Citizens 
Against A Gooding Prison, a Gooding 
orgonization opposed to locating a 
prison In the town. Accordihg to Mrs. 
Faulkner, the organization contains 
700 members, "and we expccl tb hnvo ' 
800 members by Thursday." 

The majority of the people In 
Gooding are opposed to the prison, 
Mrs, Faulkner said, and support the 



work of the treatment center. 

"The only reol support for the 
prison comes from some Main Street 
.buslnessmei) who think their stores 
will profit from having the prison 
hc're,"Eheadded. 

Thursday evening a legislative 
interim committee, charged with 
studying the feasibility of converting 
the Gooding buildings Into a prison, 
will hold a public hearing at the town 
high school. 

The treolmcnt center has been 
using port.o( the Gooiling (acillty for 
:22 months. According lo Gergstrom, 
more than 300 persons have un- 
dergone treatment In Gooding during 
that period. 

Bergstrom added that "the 63.000 
alcoholics In Idaho cost us nn 
estimated tllO million annually, or 
Jl,750 for each olMhollc." That 
means the treatment given the 
alcoholics who came lo Gooding "has 
so far saved the Idaho taxpayer more 
tlian$315,000,!! - .. - 

Tuesday's prcs£ conference was the 
latest round In a year long con- 
troversy between prison proponents 
and supporters of an enlarged 
alcohofic treatment center. 

The throe buildings In Gooding, _ 
formerly (ho stole tuberculosis 
hospital, were first suggested as a 
permanent prison site last June, 
■followlng o-lcglalatlve directlvc that-: 
the Board of Corrections establish an 
Idaho women's penitentiary. 

Prison supporters then said It would 
be less expensive to convert the three 
buildings into a minimum and 
medium security penitentiary for 
Idaho's-two dozen- women-convicts ~ 
than to build a new prison. Thcyalso 
warned the state might face a lawsuit 
unless it provides equal prison foclllt- 
les and rchabllatlon opportunities for 
both male and female offenders. The 



women housed In the temporary 
quarters ot Cottonvrood nre not 
currently receiving such equal treat- 
ment, prlsonsupportcrsargucd. - 

Gut a public hearing in Gooding in 
November revealed sharp opposition 
to establishing a prison within the 
town's city limits. A pcutlon conbin- 
ing 400 names of local residents 
opposed lo the prison was presented to 
the state land board— charged by law 
with final disposition of the buUdlngs. 

After some dtAnte, the land board 
■ voted -3-2 to establish the women's" 
prison. 

But supporters of the treatment 
center — led by -center board 
Chalnnah Archie Walker — lobbied 
the 1978 Idaho Legislature. Largely 
because this, the leglslBtwe turned a 
deaf car to the land board, refusing lo 
provide funds for conversion of the 
buildings to a womens prison. 

The 1977 Idaho State SubsUmce 
Abuse Plan provides for a com- 
prehensive proffiTim- for alcoholic 
treatment programs, Bergstrom 
pointed out Tuesday. That act also 
specifically says treatment "shall not 
be provided al a correctional instlttn- 
tlon except for Inmates." 

That act means the state is "re- 
quired to provide the (alcohol treat- 
ment) service," Bergstrom said. It 
also slaps a legal barrier In front of 

-any proposal -that the-prison "and-lhc " 
center shore the Gooding buildings, 
he added. 

Perhaps not suprislngly .In an, 
election year, the proposal lo' locate a 
prison in Gooding has also become a 
political Issue. Republican 

. guteraalorini flnnriidnie Allan F. 
Larsen says he opposes placing the 
prlsan In Gooding. Gov. John Evan^ a 
Democrat, ond a land boi^ member 
who originally voted to establish the 
prison, now says he doesn't want the 
fa cility In Goodin g oftw oil.

City Council Monday night opprovod 
its proposed 1S79 city budget, 
immediately after hearing ncariy two 
hours of pleas from Its constituents to 
reduce the budget.

Ing departments. 
— The-councll-voted-flvc-to-ono-to- 
-■adq)t the proposed 48,545,ooo budget. 
Councilman Chris Talklngton cost the 
lone dissenting vote, while council 
members ' Mary McClusky, Leon 
Smith, Gfflrdon Cox, Jim Sm&llwood 
-imdllanlcWoodaU-volcdforadoptlonr— 
Just prior to the vote to adopt the 
htijlget, Talklngton proposed that the' 
budget be slashed by $143,200. If 
■ adopted, Talklngton's proposal would 
have cut roughly four mllla off the 
. amount Twin Falls ci ty taiqjayers will - 

—pay next year, 

Talklngton aksed for a $142,300 cut 
because that Is roughly the amount It 
will cost the city to add seven new . 
employees to the city work force In 
the upcomhig year. The proiwsed 
budget Is based on such on Increase In 
the city payroll, while Talklngton has 



consistently opposed any Increase In 
the number of city emplt^yees. 

The council voted unanhnoualy to

THC, was dcvcl(ved at tbe IDPH's 
- toxicology lab In Chicago, said Dr. 
John ^Ikcs, chief toxlcologlst for the 
department. 

It wUI enable police and coroners to - 
determine whether a person was 
mder the Influence of marijuana at. 
the time the blood sample was taken. 
Spikes said. 

"The test ls_opcn . to^ any^ law 
enforcement agency In'Illlnois, oh a 
Eovlce basis," he said. "They ore 
welcome to send In a (blood) sam- 
ple."

Tlie British-accented botanist, 43, a 
native ol Ghana, is one of Africa's 
leading scientists and an cxp^ on 
America's rare plants. He dirccls the 
Smithsonian Institution's endangered 
plant program. 

He works in a laboratory hidden 
away amid catacombs ol specimen 
trays at the Museum of i^atural 
History. 

In addition to watching rare plants 
vanish, he keeps up with African 
frult-catlng bats. 

To be able to watch them In flight, 
he persuaded the US, Army's Night 
-Vision Laboratory to leach him lo use " 
a starlight scope, which magnifies 
night light by 8,000 times. 

For his morbid census of threatened 
plants, Ayensu enlisted scientists 
across the country to produce an 
up4o-date--.cditlon-of --"Endangered— 
and Threatened Plants of the United 
States," first published In 1975 to help . 
the Interior Department protect en- 
dangered plants. 

The first edition listed 2,099 plants 
that were going or gone. The new 
edltionllsts2,140. . —

The news isn't all bad. iialf a dozen 
species considered extinct were re- 
discovered in the new survey. Some 
plants thought rare were found to be

Nonetheless, 10.7 percent of the 
,20,009.plants of the continental United 
States, Indudlng AMltarare listed as 
threatened, endangered or extinct. In 
1975, It was 10.4 percent. 

Hawaii, with Its Eupersensltlve 
island ecology. Is a disaster zone: 
fully 50 percent of the 2,200 native 
species unique to Hawaii are listed. 

Some 270 Hawaiian plants are gone 
already and forever, so far as sclc' 
knows. 

The heroic Furbish Lousewort i 
been put on the directory's cov 
Small wonder. 

The lousewort had not been seen 
since 1917. It was thought to be

"In this book," Ayensu says, 
"we've listed nearly 90 plants that

in the United States alone. 

"Of these ,90 — who knows? — 
may be on e of them hadan answer to 
the cure of cancer. And we've itiiled it 
without knowing the biology of It, the 
chemistry of it. Before we destroy
